“Chang Tu Ming, master of a tow 
junk plyitg between ,Canton and 
Waichow, was shot dead last night 
at about 8 o'clock on Wai Sun Road, 
Tho assassin, described as 5 young 
man wearing a white suit of clothes, 
tiade good his escape. No motive 
for: the assassination is known, but 
it is thought that it was done out 
of revenge. > 

The assassin knew. beforehand of 
the likely movements of the junk 
master and waited for him in a dark 
place in Wai Sun Maloo,. revolver 
in hand. - As bis victim approached, 
he fred two! shots at him from ‘as 
distance but missed.: The assassin 
‘then rushed at his enemy and fired 
another shét. point blank. This last 
shot penetrated the man’s chest, 
piercing his lungs. _ The junk master 
fell andthe assassin, throwing his 
weapon away, made good his escape 
amid the confusion and terror. 

The sudden Gring aroused the 
patrols who were in the vicinity and 
the, police Slicers at'once gave chase 
to’ the murderer, but the Intter soon 
disappeared into. the crowd iin the 
narrow streets. Tho victim who was 
in the greatest pain when the police 
arrived, was at once rushed’to th 
Kwong Wah Hospital, but he died 
curly gn..the following morning, in 
the presence of" members of his 
family, Fi . 

The Police are now vente the 
city for the murderer. “But so far 
no arrests have been made. Ac- 
cording to. friends of the deccased, 
the junk master was g' man of. con- 
siderable prominence, At one time 
he was the President of the Boat 
Merchants Association, The tragedy 
oceurred just after he had his 
dinner on board. his junk, and ‘had 
landed to -buy Provisions for his 
man.
